Special meeting tonight 

Mahalak warns 
city to act on 
debt retirement 

After meeting with the City Council and the city administration 
during a special meeting last Tuesday and left “with the impress- 
ion that the Romulus elected officials don’t really understand the 
serious problems that Romulus is involved with the mishandling of 
debt retirement funds,” State Representative Edward E. Mahalak 
urged the city to act on its water-sewer debt retirement payment 
plan before the June 30 deadline. 


The Attorney General s Office in 
March ordered the city to submit to 
it a plan by which it proposed to 
transfer to the Sewer Debt Retire- 
ment Fund approximately $1.9 mil- 
lion that the city had borrowed over 
the past 20 years. 

In 1981, the council approved the 
transfer of the funds from the Debt 
Service Fund to other funds. 

Members of council and the admi- 
nistration were joined by Loren 
Monroe, Deputy Treasurer, Michi- 
gan Treasury Department, and 
John Tate, treasury auditor. Local 
Government Audit Department, to 
discuss the situation. 

“I told council it will have to bite 
the bullet,” said Mahalak, and 
that they will have to restore the 
funds. And once they (the city) had 
balanced the account, then they will 
have to go back to balance the 
general fund.” 

In his letter to William M . Oakley , 
Mayor of Romulus. Mahalak stated : 

“I get the impression that the 
Romulus elected officials don’t 
really understand the serious prob- 
lems that Romulus is involved with 
in the mishandling of debt retire- 
ment funds. 

“Two recent Acts, Public Act 469 
of 1982 and Public Act 16 of 1983 say 
that the officer who wilfully fails to 
perform his or her function shall 
personally be liable to a bond holder 
for loss or damages arising out of 
his or her failure. 

“The city must submit a plan as 
to how it is to restore the funds, ’ ' the 
letter continued. “I am quite sur- 
prised that the city officials are well 
aware that it must restore funds to 
the account and yet are spending 
dollars in apparent disregard or in- 
sensitive to the seriousness of the 
situation. With this attitude, I 
thought it would be best to write my 
concerns that if an immediate pay 
back is ordered, the city will find 
itself scrambling to restore funds,” 
Mahalak’s letter said. 

Patsy K. Cantrell, Finance Direc- 


tor for the city, has submitted a 
“Proposed Repayment Plan for 
Water Debt Service” that the admi- 
nistration is studying and the coun- 
cil is considering. No action has 
been taken on the plan, however 

“I proposed a repayment sche- 
dule of eight to 10 years,’’ Ms. Can- 
trell stressed, “with no interest 
charges. The Municipal Finance 
Commission originally proposed a 
one-to-three year repayment sche- 
dule. After much discussion of the 
financial consequences of each plan 
to the city, the commission indi- 
cated that a five year repayment 
schedule, with interest, was the 
maximum repayment period they 
would allow.”

Caring for autistic children — fitting peace into the puzzle 


City pegs 
* 140,000 

for ‘ Super 
Sewer 1 

City Council will be asked tonight 
to reconsider a resolution that 
would put a cap of $140,000 toward 
building the Romulus phase of the 
Huron Valley Wastewater Control 
System, better known as “Super 
Sewer.” 

“In approving their.resolution to 
enter into agreement to build the 
sewer system . council voted to limit 
the city’s share to $140,000,” Dave 
Paul . Director of the Department of 
Public Works explained. 

“We are to meet with bonding 
companies who will not accept this 
stipulation to settle this one particu- 
lar point,” Paul added. 

The 60-mile long Super Sewer, 
which is 75 percent federally fi- 
nanced, will meander into 14 com- 
munities including Huron and 
Romulus in the Hannan Rd. area. 
It will rid one of the city’s most 
major sewer problems — the Han- 
nan Rd Pump station. The station 
pumps raw sewage underground 
through a conduit and has caused 
some problems in recent years. 

“We have had some problems 
with this station in the past,” Paul 
said. “It has flooded out on us twice 
and we happened to catch it before 
it flooded the basements in the area . 

“When it’s out, we have to have 
trucks haul away the sewage until 
the pumps are repaired.” 

Although there have been some 
delays in the project, officials say 
the construction of the huge sewer 
system should be completed by 
1990, Romulus’s initial payment 
wouldn’t be due until 1987. 

Officials say that approximately 
3,000 jobs will be created by the con- 
struction of the sewer in its initial 
phase and some 8,000 jobs over a 
• period of two years.

They are autistic. 

This is a disease few people know 
about because few are afflicted 
with it — about 5 in 10,000. 

It derives from a birth abnormal- 
ity — ■ possibly a neurological dis- 
order, or a deficit in the chemical 
production. 

Children who are autistic are de- 
scribed as people who have difficul- 
ty relating to their environment 
That could apply to many dis- 
orders. But it’s accurate. 

Autistic people tend to be with- 
drawn, or distracted. Yet, they can 
have certain skills, even to a high 
degree, which surface during a mo- 
ment of clarity Jack, for inst- 
ance, who lives in another home 
with five autistic men on Merriman 
Road, has been known to add up a 
whole column of three-digit figures 
almost in an instant 
But Jack’s knack is not typical 
In fact, of the 11 autistic men and 


women at the two homes, only 
seven are verbal. 

And their verbal ability , if they do 
have it, is echolaic — the tendancy 
to repeat words and phrases spoken 
by other people. 

So in an autistic home part of the 
patter of daily conversation is re- 
petition of words and phrases of 
praise and orders from their direct 
care workers. 

Ritualism is another attribute of 
the autistic. 

Just as a normal person would ex- 
pect order and neatness in a room, 
so does the autistic but to an ex- 
treme degree 

For instance, when cleaning the 
home on Meriman, the care work- 
ers tell the six residents to move the 
chairs from the dining room table 
into the hallway during cleaning 

They carry the chairs to the hall 
as directed, but they put the chairs 
in an absolutely perfect line, not 
scattered about There must be 



sameness 

A disturbance in routine is con- 
fusing and difficult to handle 
When playing dominoes, as one 
can imagine, the rectangles and the 
dots are a picture of precision 
Keeping the homes neat is no 
problem

partnership with Sumpter,” said 
Follmer. 

“We re satisfied without MGW’s 
revenue,” retorted Trustee Virgil 
Humphries. 

Increased noise and stench, the 
closeness (within V 2 miles) to an 
already existing landfill . and heavy 
traffic on roads near the proposed 
dump were among objections 
raised by Sumpter residents. 

The fear of hazardous waste 
materials was also mentioned by 
several residents, though Follmer 


told the audience his firm was 
licensed only to handle non- 
hazardous materials, “We will 
absolutely not deal in toxic mate- 
rials.” he emphasized. 

The meeting is a result of recent 
strategy adopted by MGW, which 
has been battling over the proposed 
landfill since 1976, the year the com- 
pany was issued a license for the 
site by the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources. In 1981, MGW 
lost two lawsuits against Sumpter 
Township to allow excavation and 
dumping to take place at the site. 


Currently, MGW is seeking inclu- 
sion in Wayne County’s 20-vear 
solid waste management plan that 
the Solid Waste Management Com- 
mittee is currently developing. In- 
clusion in the plan, in addition to the 
DNR license, would amount to legal 
approval to operate the landfill, 
according to MGW attorney Rodger 
Young 

Township Supervisor Jim Reeves 
said he is actively urging the Solid 
Waste Management Committee to 
rule against MGW’s participation. 
A decision could be reached any 


time soon, Reeves added. He 
emphasized . “They are not going to 
put another dump in Sumpter 
Township as long as I’m in office.” 

For their part, MGW officials 
appeared unworried about their 
less than friendly reception. “Peo- 
ple everywhere object to locations 
of dumps,” said Fullmer after the 
meeting. He added he was “opti- 
mistic” of his firm’s chances for 
success 

MGW officials said that they 
operate other landfills, but refused 
to provide further detials. 


Commissioners dust off county 
road probiems with a resolution 


Complaints by area residents ab- 
out dusty roads and the health 
hazard they cause apparently hit 
home as the Wayne County Road 
Commission will attempt to solve 
the problem, according to a release 
today from the county commis- 
sioner. 

Saying testimony by Wayne 
County Road Commission officials 
revealed that the Road Commission 
could chloride dust-clogged roads 
this summer. 

County Commissioner Milton 
Mack offered a resolution which 


was adopted by the Public Works 
Committee of the Wayne County 
Commission which urges that the 
Road Commission reinstate the 
program of treating local township 
roads with at least one application 
of chloride at county expense. 

Road Commission officials 
admitted that although Michigan 
Transportation Fund revenues re- 
main constant, the Board of Road 
Commissioners reduced the spend- 
ing on the local road systems from 
$4 2 million to $3.4 million, a differ- 
ence of $800,000. The Road Commis- 


sion maintained that they are oper- 
ating from a budget which is the 
same as last year and will be the 
same next year. 

The Road Commission proposed 
a solution in which they would 
match funds with the townships up 
to $400,000. 

“If they, the Road Commission, 
can spend an additional $400,000 on 
local roads next year , with the same 
budget, they can do it this year,” 
responded Commissioner Mack 
“The Road Commission’s claim of 
lacking funds just doesn’t add up.”

Lilly Davis, a Sumpter resident.

Laura enters the living room of 
the home on Dickinson and straight- 
ens a doormat, adjusts a roll of pap- 
er towels in the kitchen, closes a 
bathroom door, and then straight- 
ens a piece of paper on the bulletin 
board, in quick succession. 

The residents in these two homes 
range in ae from 19 to 28. 

Until 10 years ago, they would 
have been cared for within their 
own families, or more likely, in an 
institution 6uch as the Northville 
Residential Training Center or the 
Plymouth Center for Human De- 
velopment. 

Typically, an autistic child in this 



State would be put in such a place at 
age 6 or 7. Since autistics tend to be 
non-verbal and ritualistic, workers 
at an institution find it easy to 
ignore them . Because of this lack of 
attention, the autistic develops very 
bizzare and abnormal behavioural 
patterns. 

More likely than not, you would 
have found the autistic child neg- 
lected in some back ward, heavily 
medicated. 

The two homes for autistics in 
Huron Township are part of a move- 
ment to take patients from institu- 
tions and place them in home en- 
vironments. 

The thinking is that keeping peo- 
ple in an institution only aggravates 
their disorders. By putting them in 
a nourishing, normal environment 
they would improve. 

Generally it has proven a success. 

In the case of the autistics, the plac- 
ing of them in homes began in 
Michigan in the 70s, shortly after 
the first chapter of the National 
Society for Autistic Persons was 
formed in Wayne County. 

Dr. Angelo Angellotti, and his 
wife Rosemary, the parents of an 
autistic child, were instrumental in 
the founding of the chapter. They 
reside in Allen Park. 

In 1976, they and 12 other couples, 
also parents of autistics, came up 
with the idea of buying a home, pro- 
viding it with a professional staff, 
licensed by the state, and leasing

the house to the community mental 
health organization which would 
help pay for the hosue. 

They received approval and put a 
down payment on a home for 
$38,000. on a land contract, in In- 
kster. 

The agreement was that the 
Angellotti’s 19-year-old son, the 
youngest of four children, would re- 
side in the special home with five 
autistic children from Northville. 

The project was a success. The 
children were no longer in the back 
wards. They went to school, to 
stores, like normal children, and to 
bed at night in their own home. 

“What this showed to the State is 
that the autistic individual,” said 
Rosemary Angellotti, “could be- 
nefit and grow in this environ- 
ment.” 

Moreover, it was cheaper. It cost 
only half what the state would spend 
if the child were institutionalized. 

There are now four homes for the 
autistic in the metropolitan Detroit 
area. One is in Birmingham, one in 
Inkster, and two in Huron 
Township. 

The two in Huron Township were 
established by Homes for the Autis- 
tics, Inc., which the Angellotti’s 
founded. 

In both instances, the homes were 
purchased by an investor, a parent 
with an autistic child who is placed 
in the home with other autistics 
from Plymouth and Northville or 
the Southgate Regional Center. 

The first home was set up on 
Merriman Road, a spacious $85,000 
ranch-type home. It opened in Janu- 
ary, 1981. with Albert Menefee as 
administrator. 

All of its residents are men. 

there is Phil who is 23. He is ver- 
bal. Phil occasionally approaches a 
care worker to smell their hair. 

There is Jack, age 27, with the 
mathematical ability. He is high 
functionally and verbal, but he is 
not conversational. 

There is Tim, 28, who needs su- 
pervision. He has no motivation and 
relates only to his mother. 

Robert is 25. He is the son of the 
investor, the man who purchased 
the home. Robert has acute hearing 
ability and can hear the slightest 
sound. 

Of them all, Bart, 22, is most coop- 
erative and most domesticated. 

The administrator, Menefee, has. 
been working with developmentally 
disabled youngsters for 13 years. 

He was born in Hartford. Conn., 
and educated at the City University

of New York where he received his 
B.A. degree in psychology. 
Menefee, 35, spent $v 2 years work- 
ing with delinquent children in New 
York. 

He was chosen from some 60 ap- 
plicants and 10 interviewees to head 
up the homes for the autistics in 
Huron Township. 

He supervises 17 employees. 
Fourteen of these workers are 
direct care workers, working 
directly with the autistic residents. 

Typically, they are people with li- 
mited experience working with de- 
velopmentally disabled and are 
picking up their training under 
Menefee ’s supervision. 

Some are liberal arts students in 
local colleges with motives of get- 
ting into social work, and some are 
high school graduates interested in 
the work. 

In the Merriman home, called 
Georgeville, there is one Senior 
Worker. She is Michele Rolak, 21 . of 
Trenton. 

Michele was asked to describe a 
resident, the one who most impress- 
es her - it is Phil. 

“Usually, he doesn’t like 
females,” Michele said. “When I 
first started he was mean to me. 

“And I would just go sit and talk 
with him when he was being good 
. . . and now I can really do anything 
I want with him. I can take him in 
the van. by myself. I guess he re- 
spects me now because he realizes 
I’m not giong to hurt him . . . 



“It took probably about a year to 
finally get through to him. . . 

“If he was mean or something I 
would just completely ignore him 
and he’d think, well, she’s leaving. 
For instance, if I were in his bed- 
room doing his hair and he’d start 
being mean I’d leave and he would 
come running over saying Do your 
hair, do your hair”'. 

Why is it that Michele likes Phil 
more than any others? 

“I would think (because) he 
talks,” Michele answered. “If I ask 
him How’s my boyfriend?’, he’ll 
say How’s my girlfriend?’ and he 
isn’t echolaic with that. 

“If I say How’s dinner?’, he’ll 
say ‘It’s good.’ 


to chloride roads 


Taking into consideration the 
health and welfare of township resi- 
dents, Van Buren Township offi- 
cials yesterday announced that 
they would foot the bill for chlorid- 
ing the roads. 

“We re going to do the township 
roads,” said George Graven, 
township supervisor, “and try to 
find the money later to pay for it. 

“We re going to bite the bullet on 
this one,” Craven continued, “and 
it’s going to cost us approximately 
$9,800 for this one shot deal.” 

There have been several com- 
plaints because of the dust on the 
roads, especially in the Tyler area. 
The county has agreed to go 50-50 on 
expenses for roads they have chlor- 
ided in the past, township officials 
said. 

But Craven said if only one sec- 
tion of the township receives the 
chloride treatment, officals will in- 
cur the wrath of those in the other 
section of the township 
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Craven will be attending meet- 
ings with area township officials 
and the county to see if they can 
resolve the dust-on-road problem. 
The county has told the townships 
that they couldn’t do the work this 
year because of the lack of funds. 

“They have just dumped this on 
us and the surrounding townships,” 
Craven lamented. “We say that the 
chloriding of the orads is the func- 
tion of the County Road Commis- 
sion.” 


“Oneday,”Michelecontinued, “I 
bought him a candy bar and he 
didn’t know I had it.

In the Georgeville and Juliann 
homes in Huron Township they do 
And occasionally their hard work 
pays off with a sudden remark 
which is greeted like sunshine. 

From that, human warmth 
grows, and the dignity which fol- 
lows. 

A1 Menefee and his crew of 17 
have not been alone. They have re- 
ceived support from the com- 
munity. 

In Huron Township there is a 
Community Advisory Board of 
eight people which serves as a com- 
munication link between the com- 
munity and the Homes for the Autis- 
tics, Inc. 

Mary Chihan is the chairperson of 
the group which includes Mary Lou 
Carey, Secretary; and Carl Dubke, 
Doug Clark, Doris Davis, Beverly 
Kummerfeldt, Louis Little, and 
Ralph Sholar. 

This group held a meeting on 
June 21, for instance, to discuss the 
community concerns relating to the 
group homes in the area. 

There have been some kindness 
from neighbors. 

Ron and Stephanie Dober have 
made their farm and their riding 
horses available to the autistic resi- 
dents during outings. 

And they are real “neighbors” — 
their 16-acre farm is located on the 
corner of Sibley and Merriman 
Roads across from the Georgeville 
autistic home. 

The Inkster Recreational Com- 
plex has allowed the women resi- 
dents to play basketball for free. 

Mid-Sibley Party Store on the cor- 
ner of Middlebelt and Sibley have 
been considerate when the resi- 
dents come to buy there. 

They have received some free 
bowling at the Taylor Bowling 
Lanes and some free produce on 
occasion at Billy-Jo’s Produce Mar- 
ket at Inkster and Eureka. More im- 
portant, they have been treated 
kindly. 

At the end of their day, after their 
school and lunches and puzzles and 
outings, it is a bath at 9 p.m. for 
each, and toothbrushing and then to 
bed around 10 or 11 p.m. 

Except for Gina. She stays up late 
and talks a bit and does more puz- 
zles. 

The Care workers at Juliann like 
her a lot. When she had come home 
from school in the afternoon the two 
care workers, Darlene Vermett, 25, 
of Romulus, and Jim Goepfert, 28, 
of Flat Rock, brightened up. 

They introduced Gina and she 
said hello 10 times and everybody 
laughed good naturedly. 

“She can be as good as gold some 
days,” said Goepfert. “And bad 
other days . . . tipping furniture and 
demanding food.” 

Gina comes from a family that 
has not had much luck. She has two 
brothers who are mentally re- 
tarded, on a higher functional level 
than autistics. 

* ‘She understands everything you 
say,” said Goepfert. 

And like the other autistics, she is 
harmless. 

“Sometimes when you’re work- 
ing midnights, she talks to you and 
you’re glad she is up. She’s a com- 
fort to have around.” 

Which is the nicest compliment 
an autistic child could possibly re- 
ceive, and does receive on occasion 
in the two little homes on Merriman 
and Dickinson roads in Huron 
Township. 

And it’s hard work. There are 
weeks when A1 Menefee does not 
put in 40 hours but twice that. 

One night he sat down to dinner 
with a friend after a hard day’s 
work and he received a phone call 
regarding Donna who needed some 
emergency medication at a hos- 
pital. 

He sped from his dinner to the 
hospital to take care of the legal de- 
tails and make sure everything was 
all right. He didn’t get home until 
midnight. 

It’s part of the job. taking care of 
the autistics. or giving them a * hug- 
gy”. That’s what Phil likes and is 
asked for - a huggv. 

Phil is the one who likes Beatle 
music . He can even sing some of the 
words of “Hard Day’s Night 
“It’s been a the care worker 
starts . . . 

“ . hard day s night .” Phil com- 
pletes the phrase 
“I’ve been working ” the care 
worker continues 
“ . like a dog Phil finishes the 
famous line

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Police petition for personnel 


Wayne patrol officers and their 
supporters have launched a petition 
drive seeking the hiring of three 
police officers. 

Patrolman Dan Randall, presi- 
dent of the Wayne Police Officers 
Association, said Wayne residents 
will be asked to request that the 
Wayne City Council fill the three 
patrol positions eliminated from 
the recently approved 1983-84 muni- 
cipal budget. Money for the hirings 
— an estimated $120,000 — would 
come from the city’s anticipated 
fund balance of $300,000, Randall 
explained. 

“Our goal is 5.000 signatures to be 
presented to the council next 
month,” said Randall, following a 
meeting of officers and citizens last 
Friday. 

Randall and Patrolman Bob 
McIntyre, vice-president of the 
officers’ union, have criticized city 
officials for endangering the safety 
of the community and the officers 
by their elimination of the three 
positions. The officers have told the 


council that grievances will be filed 
to protect the city’s remaining 16 
patrol officers. 

Police supporters recently de- 
bated the issue with council and 
administration members during a ' 
public hearing held at the Commun- 
ity Center, where it was suggested 
that a drive be launched to seek a 
one-mill tax hike for police and fire 
operations. Police officers later re- 
jected the proposal. 

City Manager Thomas Daily has 
noted that the police positions have 
been vacant for months and are 
part of an austerity budget which 
includes elimination of seven full- 
time positions throughout the city. 

Wayne’s $7.3 million budget 
appropriates approximately $2 mil- 
lion for police operations, nearly 28 
percent of all annual expenditures. 
The total department work force in- 
cludes 34 sworn officers. 

The budget calls for a property 
tax levy of 17.74 mills, compared to 
the existing 17.8 mill rate. 

“In spite of increasing the oper-

Township Supervisor James 
Poole explained to the members of 
the Board of Trustees at the regular 
meeting Tuesday evening, that his 
negotiations and attempts to reach 
an agreement with the county now 
required a decision from them as to 
the amount they would be willing to 
pay for the service 

Responsibility for the chloride 
treatment rests clearly with the 
county, according to Poole and 
other township officials, but the 
Wayne County Road Commission 
has repeatedly explained that re- 
ductions in taxes from gasoline and 
road use have made the service eco- 
nomically impossible. 

“The members of the road com- 
mission were directed by County 
Executive Bill Lucas to find the 


money and chloride the roads — 
and he also directed the Air Pollu- 
tion Control Board to stop giving us 
tickets and give them to the road 
commission, too. Poole said “The 
only problem is, they don’t think 
they work for him yet and that could 
be a long court battle In the mean- 
time, look at our roads,’’ Poole said 

Poole explained that negotiations 
to date had resulted in an agree- 
ment to split the cost for the treat- 
ments with the county. “They have 
said they will go for one type of split 
for cost with all the communities 
involved, whether it's 50-50. 70-30, 
we don't know I know that they 
want one agreement with all com- 
munities who need the services. 
They won’t go 50-50 with one and 
70-30 with another.’’ he told the 
board. 

Township Clerk John Flodin 
proposed that the board authorize a 
50-50 split with the county. “I’m not 
totally satisfied with this deal . but I 
am of the persuasion that some ac- 


tion is demanded. It ’s a crisis situa- 
tion out there and we don't have the 
luxury of time to deliberate any 
more It’s a threat to the health, 
safety and welfare of our commun- 
ity It s a hazard to drive out there,” 
Flodin stated emphatically 

Trustee Robert Padget suggested 
that Flodin’s resolution be re- 
worded to indicate that Canton 
Township would participate in an 
amount not to be greater than 50 
percent of the chloriding cost 


of chloride this year for the amount 
budgeted, provided Poole is suc- 
cessful in his negotiations with the 
county officials. 

Trustee Stephen Larson ex- 
plained what he felt, “Either we 
have to do it, it’s that critical for the 
health, safety and welfare of our 
community, or we go to court. Most 
important of all, we have to get it 
done,” he concluded.

* 500 bid purchase of 
land stirs argument 


A prominent Inkster business- 
man’s $500 offer to purchase appro- 
ximately two-thirds of an acre of 
Inkster Road property raised quite 
a few eyebrows at the last council 
meeting. 

Willie C. Williams, a real estate 
man and developer, was denied in 
his bid to purchase the 180-foot fron- 
tage just north of Avondale on a 5-2 
vote. Mayor William Daniels and 
Councilman Joseph Davis were in 
favor of selling the land because it is 
adjacent to the Perrin Drain and 
makes much of the property unuse- 
able. 

However. Councilmen Jim Col- 
leran, Willie Johnson, Ernest Hen- 
dricks, Patrick O’Neil and Robert 
Cullen voiced strong objection to 
what they called “a ridiculously low 


bid.” 

Johnson even went so far as to 
say, “This bid is an insult to our 
intelligence and I demand an apolo- 
gy from the bidder.” 

The estimated market value of 
the 180 by 153-foot parcel is $14,600. 
However, the Perrin Drain cuts a 
15-foot easement swath from the 
southeast corner at Inkster Road to 
the northwest corner at the rear of 
the property, making it impossible 
to build on much of the property. In 
addition, the buyer would have to 
pay for installing sewers — a cost 
estimated at approximately $7,000. 

It was these two obstacles to the 
property — the Perrin Drain and 
lack of sewers — which Davis and 
Mayor Daniels used in support of 
their argument to sell the land for 


what most observers felt was an ex- 
tremely low price. 

“It will cost $6,000 to $7,000 to put 
in sewers,” Davis told his col- 
leagues at the council table. “This 
land has been owned by the city as 
long as I can remember and it’s just 
not economically feasible to hang 
onto this property. We can get some 
tax revenue if the one-bedroom 
apartments are built as Mr. Will 
ams proposes.” 

Mayor Daniels added, “This 
property has been around since day 
one and has never been sold. It’s 
better to sell it and get it on the tax 
rolls.” Daniels chided Councilman 
Johnson for asking Williams to 
apologize for the amount of his bid. 
“A bidder can bid any amount he 
wants to,” Daniels told Johnson. 


Holiday inns,* Inc. has replaced the company’s Great Sign” 
at Detroit Metropolitan Airport — the 43-foot-tall green, yel- 
low and orange neon sign, with its flashing arrow and blazing 
star — which for 30 years has pointed travelers to Holiday Inn 
hotels. 

The venerable roadside emblem has been supplanted by a 
modern, rectangular-shaped sign that features a modified 
Holiday Inn script logo in white on a field of green. An orange 
and yellow graphic element , a modification of the Great Sign s 
crowning starburst, is centered on the sign face above the 
script. 

Holiday Inns officials estimate that the majority of the hotel 
system’s existing signs will be replaced by the end of 1985, 
with conversion at the approximately 230 company-owned and 
-managed hotels worldwide to be completed within the next 
two and half years. 

“We are changing our sign in order to project a more con- 
temporary image that better feflects our hotel chain’s current 
range of property types, customer base and product quality, 
“said James L. Schorr, president of Holiday Inns’ Hotel 
Group. 

In the decade after the first Holiday Inn hotel was built in 
1952, the company’s primary customers were families travel- 
ing by automobile. The Great sign, so named because of its 
imposing size and high roadside visibility, served to generate 
business from passers-by, who originally represented nearly 
95 percent of the chain’s customers. 

Holiday Inn hotels’ popularity with business travelers, 
however, has increased significantly since the early 1970s. 
Today, more than 85 percent of Holiday Ii n hotel roomnights 
are sold to business travelers or to couples traveling without 
children, and less than 3 percent of customers are “walk-ins” 
without reservations. 

Since the mid- 70s, the Holiday Inn hotel system has re- 
sponded to this shift in customer base and travel patterns, as 
well as to the increasing expectations of today’s travelers, by 
upgrading the quality of its product through new develop- 
ment, refur bishments and the removal of hotels that do not 
meet the chain’s strict standards and market requirements. 

The Great Sign, which was designed for America’s first 
interstate highways as a menas of promoting the company’s 
early two-story U-shaped roadside motels, now is found in a 
variety of location types ranging from high-rise urban prop- 
erties to resort locations in 56 countries and territories 
throughout the world. 

“Holiday Inn is one of the world’s most famous trademarks, 
and while we recognized the need to modernize our image, it 
was important that that we retain our Holiday Inn logo,” 
Schorr said. “The solution was to redesign its packaging.” 

The new sign, which has a T-shaped frame topped by a 
round-edged rectangular sign face, was created by S&O Con- 


Miiiauis in aan t rancis- 
co. A national sample of lodgers who had spent 
four or more nights in a hotel during the pre- 
vious 12 months indicated they preferred the 
new sign on the basis of “overall appeal” by a 
three-to-one margin over Holiday Inns’ existing 
sign. 

Aesthetics aside, the new sign incorporates 
considerable practical improvements. Gone are 
the 836 feet of neon tubing and 426 incandescent 
bulbs ; in their place is more subdued fluores- 
cent backlighting that is projected to be 65-75 
percent more energy-efficient. According to 
company officials, average annual mainte- 
nance costs should be reduced by at least 55 
percent, and the cost of erecting the new sign is 
estimated to be 34 percent less than that re- 
quired for the Great Sign: $23,000 compared 
. with the current $35,000. 

‘.‘Assuming an annual energy inflation rate of 
• 15 percent and maintenance increases of 10 per- 
cent annually, the new sign will pay for itself in 
energy and maintenance savings in approx- 
imately five years,” Schorr said.

FORT CLAYTON, Panama — 
Although the U.S. no longer owns 
the 50-mile waterway that links 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, 
it’s the job of soldiers such as 
Army Capt. Joyce Henderson 
Gibert to defend one of the 
world s greatest engineering 
feats, the Panama Canal. 

Gibert, 26, granddaughter of 
Mary A. Gear, 6446 S. Wayne 
Road. Romulus is an adjutant 
assigned with the U.S. Army 
Communications Command 
( US ACC ) , Fort Clayton. 
Panama. 

“It’s my job to advise the com- 
mander and staff on all person- 
nel actions, both military and 
civilian,” Gibert said. “It’s in- 
teresting and challenging work , I 
guess that’s why I enjoy it so.” 

Members of the USACC- 
Panama provide a vital com- 
munications link between the 
Isthmus and the rest of the world 
and serve as the local telephone 
company for the military com- 
munity. 

They also have the task of 
maintaining electronic switch- 
ing centers, microwave stations, 
a telecommunications center, an 
earth satellite terminal and pro- 
viding contractural services to 
USACC in Central and South 
America. As a service oriented 
organization, USACC-Panama 
works with each of the military 


services and many other federal 
agencies on the Isthmus and in 
Latin America. 

“I’ve been here 20 months and 
Panama, simply put, is just a 
beautiful tropical country,” Gi- 
bert said. “The people are warm- 
hearted and friendly and it’s 
been a great experience meeting 
so many people from different 
cultures.” 

Considered by many to be the 
“eighth wonder of the world,” 
the Panama Canal was built by 
the U.S. and opened for interna- 
tional commerce in August 1914; 
approximately 27,000 ships cross 
from ocean to ocean each year. 

Under the provisions of a new 
treaty between the Republic of 
Panama and the U.S., which 
went into effect in October 1979, 
Panama grants the U.S. the right 
to manage the canal. On Decem- 
ber 31, 1999, all rights over the 
property will revert to the Re- 
public of Pnama. 

Gibert, who holds a business 
education degree from Fort Val- 
ley State College, Fort Valley, 
Ga. f is a 1974 graduate of D M. 
Therrell High School, Atlanta. 
She was commissioned in March 
1979. 

“I came in because everyone 
in my family has served,” she 
said. “My father was an NCO 
and served 20 years and my 
mother was in the WAC’s in 1955. 
Even now, my sister is in the 
Army Nurse Corp. At the present 
time I intend to make a career of 
the Army myself.”

County executive vs. commissioners 

Charter language spreads confrontations 


This year installed for the first 
time strictly as the legislative arm 
of Wayne County government, the 
County Commission nevertheless 
exerts a major effort on personnel 
appointments within the executive 
branch these days. 

The Commission and the County 
Executive Office (CEO) both are 
testing their interpretation of 
appointive and approval powers 
granted or prohibitied by the new 
charter. 

Fed in part by imprecise lan- 
guage of the charter, a series of 
separate lawsuits have emerged 
from disagreements in at least 
three departments, and others may 
involve the Commission itself in 
direct court confrontation if im- 
plications from last week are car- 
ried out. 

Presently the executive side 
faces court challenges over dis- 
puted appointments to the Road 
Commission and the Director of 
Personnel-Human Resources, and 
earlier lost a court decision in an 
attempt to appoint Loren Pittman 
Sheriff. The former Undersheriff 
while CEO William Lucas was still 


Sheriff, Pittman now figures in 
another CEO proposal to appoint 
him Director of the Office of 
Emergency Preparedness. 

Based on an opinion from the 
Office of Corporation Counsel. 
Lucas last week said in a letter to 
the Commissioners that their 
approval is unnecessary and that he 
has withdrawn Pittman from their 
consideration. He said Pittman in- 
stead would head the Emergency 
Office from a position on his execu- 
tive, personal staff 

Refusing to believe that their 
approval is not required, and also 
aware that they must approve the 
budget for even the executive staff, 
the Commissioners postponed a de- 
cision of their own until June 23. 
According to Commissioner John C. 
Hertel who persuaded the delay, 
“the Commission is only doing its 
own job. to determine whether both 
executive and legislative powers 
are to be treated as both should ” 

Hertel said the issue would estab- 
lish a precedent . anf if the executive 
side is allowed to prevail, the pat- 
tern will be “used over and over 
again , against this Commission and 


others in the future 

If the appointment is withdrawn 
and resubmitted for cooperative ex- 
ercise of separate powers of gov- 
ernment. then we should not reject 
it. but if the CEO intends a unilater- 
al appointment, then we should re- 
ject it.” 

Hertel said he has no doubt that if 
the CEO fails to present another 
solution or if the Commission re- 
jects the appointment under pre- 
sent circumstances, “certain Com- 
missioners will vote to take this to 
court.' 1 

Even while expressing opposition 
to the appointment, both in a full 
Commission and a preceding Com- 
mittee of the Whole, the Commis- 
sioners praised Pittman’s qual- 
ifications and emphasized that 
their reluctance was due to the 
method of appointment and funding 
considerations, not dissatisfaction 
with Pittman himself 

Hoping to settle another dispute, 
the Commission last week also 
voted to seek a court decision to 
decide whether the Commission or 
the County Executive has authority 
to appoint members of the County 


Drainage Board. Area wide Water 
Quality Board and Solid Waste 
Planning Committee Actine on a 
proposal by Vice-Chairman Ed- 
ward J Plawecki. tne commission 
directed the County Prosecuting 
Attorney to initiate action for such a 
declaratory judgment. 

Another action for declaratory 
judgment was avoided when Com- 
missioner Richard E Manning 
withdrew his proposal regarding 
the court dipsute between the CEO 
and former Civil Service Director 
John Barr Manning withdrew the 
proposal after the CEO submitted a 
letter withdrawing his proposed 
appointment of Carl H . Stoutermire 
to Director of Personnel-Human 
Resources Department. 

Barr and members of the County 
Road Commission were the first to 
sue when the CEO announced their 
dismissal or replacement early in 
the year. Although the current 
Road Commission matter will ulti- 
mately be settled also by pending 
litigation, the CEO’s proposed 
appointments there were rejected 
last week by the County Commis- 
sion.

Auto Club says that 4th of July 
will be busiest in five years 


Michigan ’s summer tourism season — off to a 
slower than expected start — is heating up and 
the Automobile Club of Michigan expects tour- 
ism over the 78-hour Fourth of July holiday to be 
up 3 percent over last year and the busiest July 
4th in Five years. 

“The cold, wet weather during the Memorial 
Day weekend limited holiday festivities, but re- 
cent warm, sunny conditions have helped in- 
crease tourism activities the last two weeks,” 
stated Auto Club Travel Operations Manager 
James Drury. 

“Good weather and continued encouraging 
signs of economic recovery should help propel 
the state to its best July 4th since 1978,” Drury 
said. 

The Michigan Department of Transportation 
expects Michigan motorists to travel between 
740 and 750 million miles, the highest estimate 
since the 102 . hour 1978 holiday when they logged 
770 million miles. Last year, motorists in Michi- 
gan traveled 725 million miles during the July 4 
holiday. 

The holiday officially runs from 6 p.m. Fri- 
day. July 1, to midnight Monday, July 4. 

State inquiries for summer travel information 
in Michigan are 8 percent ahead of last year and 
89 percent higher than 1981. the year before the 
“Say Yes to Michigan” campaign was laun- 
ched. 

Auto Club routing requests for Michigan Des- 
tinations are up 6.5 percent for the first five 
months while Michigan TourBook requests have 
increased nearly 12 percent. Requests from out- 
of-state AAA members are up 8.8 percent re- 
versing a trend from last year when many resi- 
dents from adjacent states traveled to the 
World s Fair in Tennessee instead of vacation- 
ing in Michigan 

Although camping at State Parks was down 19 
percent through mid-May, advance campsite 
reser vat ions are up 24 percent Advance holiday 
reservations at private campgrounds for July 
4th are slightly lower than last year’s pace, 
although interest is increasing 
Recreational vehicle sales in Michigan in- 
creased 67 percent during the first quarter of 
1983. the strongest showing since 1978 Nation- 
wide RY sales were up 43 percent during the 
same period 

The July 4 weekend is traditionally the sum- 
mer > most active holiday and this year appears 
to be no exception Drury points out Many 
major events are planned, including Muske- 
gon s Seaway Festival Traverse City’s Nation- 
al Cherry F estival and the Detroit Windsor In- 
ternational Freedom Festival 

Tn addition salmon and trout fishing along 
Michigan s Great Lake^ shoreline should lure 
thousands of anglers over the holiday, he 
added 


The U.S. Travel Data Center in Washington 
D.C. predicts a 12 percent increase in vacation 
travel for the nation. The Center, which obtains 
its figures from a series of surveys of 1,400 
adults, estimates a 14 percent increase for the 
Great Lakes region. 

Last July 4 holiday 30 persons died on Michi- 
gan roads. A major factor in those fatalities was 
alcohol, which was known or suspected in 74 
percent of the fatal mishaps. Only one of those 
killed in cars was wearing a safety belt and 88 
percent of the drivers involved were less than 25 
miles from home. 

The Auto Club’s “Bring ’Em Back Alive!” 
Holiday News Service will provide traffic and 
tourism bulletins to approximately 170 Michi- 
gan radio stations. The service will operate 
from 3 to 11 p.m. Friday (July 1), 8 a m. to 11 
p.m. Saturday (July 2) and Monday (July 4) and 
11 a m. to 11 p.m. Sunday (July 3).

the dentist con do. If he were 
to shorten the denture, the 
seol would be lost ond the de- 
nture would no longer fit. 
Lozenges ore useful, but it is 
up to the denture -wearer to 
odjust to the new environ- 
ment. It might help to know 
that the full upper denture is 
olmost always successful. But 
you must give your body o few 
doys to get used to it.

Motion by Dolores Temple, supported by David Wertz, that Michael Colletta 
be returned from layoff status to the position of Athletic Director effective for 
the 1983-84 school year. Motion carried unanimously.

collective bargaining agreement between the District and the 
Van Buren Education Association; 

RESOLVED FURTHER . that accordingly the following teachers 
shall be laid off effective at the end of the school day on June 17. 

1983: Lilyan Carlson. Grace Chamberlain. Lydia Mayo, Aleka 
Estes. Bruce Greene, and Sandra Butler; 

RESOLVED FURTHER, that the Superintendent is authorized 
and directed to furnish prompt written notification of this action 
to the teachers affected, which shall include notification of the 
right of anv tenure teacher to appeal to the Tenure Commission ; 
RESOLVED FURTHER, that nothing in this resolution shall 
prevent these teachers from accepting part-time employment, 
summer school employment, or substitute employment with the 
Van Buren School District, except that such temporary employ- 
ment is in no manner to be construed as continuing the probation- 
ary status which would lead to teacher tenure 
RESOLVED FURTHER, that these teachers shall be re- 
employed on an individual basis as regular teaching positions 
become available for which they are qualified and certificated 
Motion carried unanimously.

PLEASE TAKE NOTICE that the City of Belleville Planning Commission 
will hold a public hearing on July 12, 1982 at 7:30 p.m. in the City Council 
Chambers at 6 Main Street, Belleville, Michigan for the purpose of receiving 
public comment on proposed changes to the City of Belleville Zoning Ordi- 
nance No 65-86, said changes to read as follows: 

Section 7.3 (a) and (b) — unchanged. 

7.3(c) Residential living quarters may be permitted in any building, 
the use of which is in compliance with the ordinance, provided : 

(1) The number of residential units shall be limited to four per 
building; 

(2) The units may only be established in a building in which there 
exists an on-going permitted use. which occupies fifty percent of 
the total square footage of the building : 

(3) One of the residential units must be used only by owners, 
operators, managers, employees or students connected with the 
existing permitted use or the owner, operator or manager of the 
building itself ; 

(4) The minimum number of off-street parking spaces shall be 
one and one-half spaces per unit, which shall be in addition to any 
parking requirements related to the permitted use (this provi- 
sion is to apply notwithstanding any other provision in the ordi- 
nance to the contrary) ; 

(5) Each residential unit shall be a minimum of eight hundred 
fifty square feet and must include kitchen and sanitary facilities. 

Section 8.2 (a) and (b) — unchanged 

8.2(c) Residential living quarters may also be permitted upon special 
approval in any building, the use of which is in compliance with 
this ordinance, provided: 

( 1 ) The number of residential units shall be limited to four per 
building; 

(2 ) The units may only be established in a building in which there 
exists an on-going permitted use, which occupies fifty percent of 
the total square footage of the building; 

(3) One of the residential units must be used only by owners, 
operators, managers, employees or students connected with the 
existing permitted use or the owner operator or manager of the 
building itself; 

(4) The minimum number of off-street parking spaces shall be 
one and one-half spaces per unit, which shall be in addition to any 
parking requirements related to the permitted use (this provi- 
sion is to apply notwithstanding any other provision in the ordi- 
nance to the contrary ) . 

(5) Each residential unit shall be a minimum of eight hundred 
fifty square feet and must include kitchen and sanitary facilities 

Section 9 3 (a) through (f) — unchanged 

9 3(g) Residential living quarters may be permitted in any building, 
the use of which is in compliance with this ordinance provided 

(1) The number of residential units shall be limited to four per 
building; 

(2 ) The units may only be established in a building in which there 
exists an on-going permitted use. which occupies fifty percent of 
the total square footage of the building. 

(3) One of the residential units must be used only by owners, 
operators, managers, employees or students connected with the 
existing permitted use or the owner, operator or manager of the 
building itself ; 

(4) The minimum number of off-street parking spaces shall be 
one and one-half spaces per unit, which shall be in addition to any 
parking requirements related to the permitted use ( this provi- 
sion is to apply notwithstanding any other provision in the ordi- 
nance to the contrary) ; 

(5) Each residential unit shall be a minimum of eight hundred 
fifty square feet and must include kitchen and sanitary facilities.

Romulus student 
works in Jamaica

Paul Kurtzhals, an Alma College 
freshman from Romulus, was one 
of 14 students who spent Alma's 
four-week 1983 spring term in 
Jamaica. 

Instead of going as a tourist, he 
spent his time helping other by 
-teaching in a primary school in the 
coastal town of Lucea as part of 
Alma’s Jamaica IV service/learn- 
ing program. The students left for 
Jamaica April 27 and returned May 
18.The program, which Alma has 
offered since 1980, has taken place 
for the last two years in Lucea. 
While teaching in the primary 
school or working as aides in the 
town hospital, students learned not 
only about education and medicine, 
but also about the lifestyle and 
values of another culture. Becom- 
ing more aware of Third World con- 
ditions also helped them define 
their own values. 

The 1983 project had four compo- 
nents: education, community re- 
creation, medical/health and public 
service, all of which were carried 
out by students earning Spring 
Term and practicum credit. Stu- 
dents lived this year with Jamaican 
families, instead of living together 
in a separate compound as in the 
past. 

Dr. K. Richard Pyle, director of 
Alma’s Advising, Counseling, and 
Career Development Center, has 
coordinated the Jamaican program 
since its inception. “I think it pro- 
vides our students with a greater 
perspective on themselves and on 


life,” Pyle said of the program. “A 
liberal arts eduction should include 
a broadening awareness of the 
world that awareness can take 
place in the classroom, but I believe 
that the right kinds of experiences 
outside the classroom also provide 
meaningful learning.” 

It’s important,” Plyle went on, 
•‘for Alma — an institution whose 
mission is to develop liberally edu- 
cated people — to develop in stu- 
dents some understanding of the 
world and our interdependence. A 
liberal arts education should help 
people become more caring and 
compassionate towards the less for- 
tunate of the world. ” 

He concluded, “I hope the stu- 
dents in the Jamaican program 
have come back a little more under- 
standing, and will begin to think ab- 
out their role in the functions of the 
Third World.” 

“We got along very well with our 
family,” Paul said. “The lady cried 
when we left, and even her husband 
was a little choked up. It was one of 
the most touching moments of my 
life. They have fantastically good 
manners,” he said, “and they’re 
much friendlier than Americans. 

“I threw away all of my pre- 
judices towards people,” said Paul. 
‘‘You can t generalize because 
everyone is different.” 

He added, ‘‘My parents went to 
Jamaica and did similar work, and 
they also got into the culture, so 
they very much wanted me to go.” 

Paul, a 1982 graduate of 
Woodhaven High School, is the son 
of William and Judith Kurtzhals.

City, police should 


compromise 

Much has been said and written in recent weeks regarding the 
elimination of three patrol officers positions in Wayne. 

Although the city’s $7.3 million budget already has been 
approved, such discussions continue as officers and their sup- 
porters are seeking signatures on petitions that request the rein- 
statement of the three posts at an annual cost of some $120,000. 
Money for the jobs would come directly from the city's antici- 
pated $330,000 fund reserve, they propose. 

Cutbacks in police services can be potentially devastating to a 
community. Health and safety facets affect lives, first and fore- 
most, and they also affect, either directly or indirectly, a munici- 
pality’s real estate values, business climate and overall image. 

Obviously the loss of three patrol officers will have some affect 
in Wayne. The questions one must ask however are : What type of 
problem will the City Council s decision create ? And can the City 
economically maintain the additional officers? 

With 34 sworn officers on the force and a $2 million budget, 
Wayne’s police department compares favorably with surround- 
ing communities, both in terms of size and funding. The three 
police positions, vacant for months due to attrition, will not have 
a critical impact on the community’s safety, in our opinion. 

Yet, this attrition signifies a cut in police service, a dangerous 
precedent for any community. Unfortunately, a direct result of 
declining revenues and unemployment often is rising crime. 

Fiscally the City of Wayne is faced with a common fact of life 
these days ; a declining revenue base and growing expenses. The 
fact that the community even has a reserve fund is to be com- 
mended as a sign of sound financial practices. The city adminis- 
tration and City Council has managed to maintain services in a 
balanced budget, quite an achievement judging from the turmoil 
that exists in various other governmental agencies. 

There is no simple solution to the police officer situation in 
Wayne. What we suggest is that the city administration and 
council, along with concerned citizens of the community, ex- 
plore ways to reinstate at least one or two of the positions as a 
compromise solution. Elimination of three fulltime positions in a 
public safety area appears too severe at this time. 

However, to fund the positions solely out of an anticipated 
reserve has no sense of permanency ; what happens when the 
fund is depleted or used for an unanticipated expense, such as for 
storm damage? 

The existing 1983-84 budget can be amended throughout the 
year so that a continuing dialogue on this subject is appropriate. 
Another comprehensive review of the budget is warranted to 
seek a means of placing as many officers on patrol as possible.

County commission shall provide 
WCGH’s operation, charter says 


Managing Editor Tom Mooradian’s column 
last week, headlined “Mack and the WCGH,” 
concerning the proposed Hospital Ordinance, 
Commissioner Milton Mack and myself, has 
some misleading statements that require an im- 
mediate response. 

Let’s begin at the beginning: The new Wayne 
County Charter, in Section 3.117 - Public County 
Hospital Facilities, says: “The Commission 
shall provide by ordinance for the operation, 
maintenance and administration of public coun- 
ty hospital facilities and shall assure an adequ- 
ate level of physical and mental health services 
for the residents of the county.” 

The full Commission charged the Human Re- 
sources Committee, which I chair, with the re- 
sponsibility of writing the ordinance. Before 
starting to write the ordinance, we held a Public 
Hearing in Inkster in February to receive input 
from the public regarding their concerns, needs 
and opinions relative to Wayne County General 
Hospital and health care. 

Several meetings of the committee were spent 
on refining the language of the proposed ordi- 
nance, after which Public Hearings were held in 
Westland, Ecorse and in Detroit at the City- 
County Building to receive direct input from the 
public on the proposed Hospital Ordinance. It is 
interesting that no one spoke against the ordi- 
nance at any of the hearings, all of which were 
attended by a representative of the County Ex- 
ecutive’s Office. 

On May 26, 1983, the Proposed Hospital Ordi- 
nance was received by the Committee of the 
Whole from the Human Resources Committee. 
Much discussion ensued, with Commissioner 
Mack expressing his belief that the County Ex- 
ecutive should have control of the hospital (even 
though Section 3.117 quoted above was placed in 
the charter section dealing with the County 
Commission). 

1 agreed to pass the ordinance for the day (a 
parliamentary move which means that consid- 
eration will be delayed until the next meeting), 
and to have an informal discussion regarding 
the ordinance. 

On June 1. 1983. the informal discussion was 
held, with members of the Human Resources 
Committee, representatives of the County Ex- 
ecutive’s Office and other interested persons. 

Several modifications were suggested and 
agreed to at that meeting. Commissioner Mack 
also distributed to those present a copy of an 
ordinance that he had written concerning the 
hospital. 

Commissioner Mack’s proposed Hospital 
Ordinance has not been introduced to the com- 


mission and is not under consideration by the 
commission. Only the Proposed Hospital Ordi- 
nance prepared by the Human Resources Com- 
mittee (the so-called Beard Ordinance) is under 
formal consideration by the Wayne County 
Commission. 

On June 9, 1983, at the Committee of the Whole 
Meeting, I agreed to again pass the Human Re- 
sources Committee’s Proposed Hospital Ordi- 
nance for the day, as requested by the County 
Executive to allow for input from his office 
(although, as detailed above, the process had 
been under way since February in public meet- 
ings and hearings, during which time he or his 
staff could have had input). 

I agreed to this out of courtesy to the County 
Executive. Commissioner Mack did not attempt 
to introduce his proposed ordinance. 

Judging by the reaction of other Commission- 
ers who have spoken to me about Commissioner 
Mack’s proposed ordinance, it seems doubtful 
that it will receive serious consideration — even 
if it is introduced — because it does not ‘ provide 
for the operation, maintenance and administra- 
tion of public county hospital facilities . It 
merely repeats the charter language in Section 
3.117, rather than defining how these things 
should be accomplished, as does the ordinance 
under formal consideration. 

Mack’s ordinance does, in its'second section, 
speak to providing additional locations for ser- 
vice, as does the ordinance under official consid- 
eration. 

It is unfortunate that Commissioner Mack has 
apparently led people to believe that there are 
two versions of a hospital ordinance being consi- 
dered when, in fact, there is only one that has 
been introduced, on which the required pbulic 
hearings have been held, and which is currently 
under official consideration by the Wayne Coun- 
ty Commission. 

On Thursday , June 23, 1983, the Proposed Hos- 
pital Ordinance will again be considered by the 
Committee of the Whole, and if approved will be 
sent to the full Commission for formal adoption, 
probably on July 7, 1983. 

I sincerely hope that there will be no further 
delays, because it is important to finally resolve 
the “operation, maintenance and administra- 
tion ...” of the hospital so that the public, the 
patients and the employees can, hopefully, be 
assured of the continuance of this very fine 
facility. 

The ordinance, if adopted, will allow for a 
strengthened administration and the ability to 
substantially reduce the operating deficit.

Don West is an angry hard- 
working Michigan resident. 

And, like hundreds of thousands of 
residents in this state he believed in 
James Blanchard and voted for him 
in last November’s general election. 

Now he’s actively working toward 
the governor’s recall. 

“I think the governor has betrayed 
those people who put him in office,” 
West said. “We believed that he 
would find the solutions to this state's 
economic problems without raising 
taxes, and when he put his signature 
on that 38 percent increase, it was his 
kiss of death.” 

West, a Canton Township resident, 
was on his way to a “recall meeting” 
slated for Livonia’s City Hall when 
he stopped by to ask for this news- 
paper’s support.

If 1 were a student at Romulus 
High School, 1 would take every 
thing I had ever learned in civics 
classes (If there are such clas- 
ses — maybe the good citizens 


have done away with those, too), 
and I would make a case against 
the voters of that city for having 
violated some decidedly inalien- 
able rights: namely, the rights to 
health , safety and the pursuit of a 
quality education. 

I would name as co- 
conspirators (for conspiring to 
do away with my education, if 
not my life) the 1220 so-called 
adults who voted against the 
asbestos removal, the 1361 vo- 
ters who voted against the bond 
issue for roof replacement and 
related improvements, and the 
1464 voters who voted against a 
3-mill tax increase for operating 
purposes. 

I would enlist the aid of my 
government teachers (those who 
haven’t been pink-slipped, that 
is) and beg them to help us put 
the teachings of their courses 
into action. And. once the help 
was forthcoming, we. the stu- 
dents of Romulus High School, 
(and the teachers, who are also 
affected ) would sue the pants off 
of those no- voters (and even 


possibly the non- voters) who, by 
their actions (or non-actions), 
were forcing us to spend six 
hours a day, 180 days a year, in 
an environment proven beyond a 
doubt to be unsafe and injurious 
to our health. 

And once the case had been 
won (which, of course, it would 
be), we could breath easier and 
possibly go one step further.

It’s taken Madgwick, who resides 
in Westland, and his partner.

taurant. The transition is proving 
successful. 

“We re no longer thought of as a 
hamburger stand with breakfast 
specials,” Madgwick noted.

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Funding for 
arts favored 

Americans believe that the arts 
should be financially healthy and 
are willing to have their tax dollars 
utilized for the arts, according to 
the results of a recent public opinion 
survey sponsored by Merit 
cigarettes. 

The Merit Report found that 83 
percent of the public feels it is im- 
portant (46 percent “very,” and 37 
percent “somewhat”) that the arts 
be financially healthy Arts were 
defined as “museums, opera, bal- 
let, theater, classical music and the 
like.” 

Women in every age group are 
more likely than men to support the 
financial health of the arts. The 
Merit Report concluded. 

Of the 46 percent who termed the 
arts “very important,” 55 percent 
came from the Northeast states, 
compared to 36 percent from the 
North Central states; 45 percent 
from the South . and 48 percent from 
the West. 

Sixty-one percent of those sur- 
veyed favored the usage of their tax 
dollars to support the arts while 32 
percent are opposed. Seven percent 
expressed no opinion. 

The Merit Report found that 70 
percent of those between the ages of 
18 and 34 favored the tax support 
compared to 53 percent of those 50 
and older and 59 percent of those 35 
to 49. 

The Merit Report, conducted 
under the supervision of Audits and 
Surveys, Inc., involved random 
telephone questioning of some 1,205 
adults.

This week’s sports "celebrity ” baseball coach was born on a 
farm at the corner of Plymouth and Inkster roads in Livonia in 
1893; January 21st 1893 to be specific. 

He grew up in Livonia and attended Elm School until the 
eighth grade. 

At that time, with his father putting a little pressure to help 
with the farm he decided to quit school and forsake the work- 
ing of a hoe for the swinging of a baseball bat. 

After that no one heard too much from him but he somehow 
managed to drift around the country and caught on with minor 
league baseball teams such as a team in the old Three-I 
League (teams which came from Iowa, Indiana and Illinois). 

He also played with Beaumont, Texas in the old Texas 
League and with Denver, Colorado. I guess you could say his 
main claim to fame was when he was a member of the 1924 
Washington Senator team which won the pennant and World 
Series with Walter Johnson (a member of the baseball Hall of 
Fame at Copperstown) pitching them to the title that year. 

He didn’t get to play much because of a shoulder injury but 
was on the roster that year and I believe that was the last year 
Washington won the pennant in the American League. 

Eventually after his retirement he came back to Livonia to 
begin coaching the little boys and started out by taking a Cub 
Scout team . As he gained experience he gradually moved up to 
coach the older boys and moved his coaching ability to Wayne. 

Most people around Wayne remember him coaching down 
at the old flats in 1946 and he started Denny Piscopink on his 
catching career with the old Brooklyn Dodgers. 

He also coached Ray Cabanaw a second baseman who 
signed with the Tigers. Also, at that time there twas a young 
pitcher in Wayne named Chuck Templeton. He was a big 
strapping left-handed pitcher but didn’t have the blazing fast- 
ball everyone thought you needed to make the big time. 

Our hero took him aside and told him to learn pin-point 
control and he wouldn’t need that big fast ball. Well he (Tem- 
pleton) made it all the way to the Brooklyn Dodgers and 
though only pitching briefly in the big leagues, it was his coach 
who got him started on the right track to the big time. As time 
passed this coach took his teams to such faraway places as 
Listowel, Ontario for exhibition games paying their way and 
giving them meal money. One night they played there and the 
fog was so thick coming back you could hardly see the road but 
he brought them safely into Wayne about 4 a m. In the off 
season, he got them together as a basketball team and took 


them to Kronk recreation center every week to scrimmage the 
best basketball players in the Detroit area, always buying 
them a meal after the game. 

In about 1956, a young boy from Flat Rock. Mich, caught his 
eye and he signed him to pitch in the old Inter-County league 
with his Wayne team. This boy threw nothing but “smoke” ; no 
curve and no slider but he was next to unbeatable that year 
and signed a contract with the Detroit Tigers and went on to 
pitch many years in the big leagues for the Tigers gaining 
much fame as a short reliefer and after his retirement was the 
pitching coach for the Tigers. His name was Fred Gladding 
and I’m sure everyone remembers that he was the stopper in 
the bullpen for the Detroit team for many years. 

As the years passed the younger boys seemed to lose respect 
for this man forgetting that he was getting on in years and that 
they would ever know. 

However, he still kept his teams on into the sixties. I’m 
writing this story because I’m not sure his former players 
kenw that he was a very good third baseman who was ham- 
pered by injuries most of his minor league career and I think 
he deserves recognition for the contributions he made around 
Wayne for those many years. 

As we remember him, we always thought he was giving us a 
little too much "bull” about baseball but you see, he knew 
sometimes that was what was needed to keep the boys going, 
you know ; he used to say ‘ let them think they know more than 
me, they’ll Find out fast that they don’t know everything and 
every time they do, it will probably cost them a game but he 
didn’t care because he was out there in the third base coaching 
box having the time of his life... just like in the minors. 

Oh yes, I almost forgot... some one told me he used to barn- 
storm around Michigan with a group of major leaguers, play- 
ing benefit games to help various charities in keeping with his 
love of the game and his willingness to help others. The old 
time umpires around this area tell me that if they "blew” a 
close call this man would stand down at third base and say 
"you owe me one for that lousy call but he never embarrassed 
a umpire and they all respected him for that. 

After he Finally retired he moved to St. Johns, Michigan and 
on March 17, 1978 he passed away in the Carson City Hospital, 
in Carson City, Michigan. 

So we salute you Mr. HOWARD GLASS and we just want you 
to know that we all love and treasure those precious years

Ex-Romulus High band 
member becomes 
college band director 


September. 1982 marked a big 
year in the history of the in- 
strumental music program of the 
Romulus Schools. 

Last September, Dr. Glenn Hayes 
was appointed assistant professor 
and Director of the Marching Band 
at Bowling Green State University 
in Ohio. Dr. Hayes was a member of 
the Romulus Schools’ instrumental 
music program for nine years. 

In the 4th grade, Dr. Hayes began 
the study of the clarinet in the Gor- 
donier Elementary School . At Rom- 
ulus Jr High School, Dr. Hayes took 
up the Oboe and played under 
Richard Kruse in the Jr. High 
School Bank Dr. Hayes continued 
to play in the Romulus Senior High 
School Bank under Gideon Pett- 
way. He also studied privately with 
Dr Florian Mueller of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. 

When it came time for college. 
Dr. Hayes chose Central Michigan 
University. After graduating from 
Central Michigan, Dr. Hayes 
taught at Muskegon Catholic Cen- 
tral High School. While there he led 
the Muskegon Catholic Central 
High School Band to its first appear- 
ance ever in the State Band Festival 
and in his second year to its first 
ever First Division Rating at the 
State Festival 

After this early success in his 
career. Dr. Hayes was invited to 
join the Doctoral Program at 
Northwestern University in Evan- 
ston. Illinois. After completing his 
Doctorate program at Northwest- 
ern, he was then appointed to the 
staff at Bowling Green University. 
Bowling Green University has the 
5th largest Music Education prog- 
ram in the United States, giving Dr. 
Hayes a very influential position in 
the field of music education. 

The entire community of Romu- 
lus can feel proud of the accom- 
plishments of its own Dr Glenn 
Hayes said Kruse. We wish Dr. 
Hayes the best of luck in his career 
and look forward to having him 
guest conduct our bands in the near 
future.” he added 

Also, each spring the band stu- 
dents in the 6th and 7th grades go 
through the ritual of try-outs. Some 


people may think that this means 
that a band student plays through a 
few bars of a try-out piece and is 
then graded. This is far from the 
procedure at Romulus Jr. High. 

In order to provide a highly sti- 
mulative learning en virnoment , the 
try-out touches on as many ele- 
ments of performance as possible. 
Students are graded on many 
facets. 

All of the 104 seventh grade stu- 
dents and the more advanced 6th 
graders (53 students this year) take 
the try-out. At 15 minutes per try- 
out, this process takes Band Direc- 
tor. Richard Kruse, close to 40 
hours to complete. The basis for 
awarding points uses three sys- 
tems . One is build up scoring - every 
time a student does something cor- 
rectly, a point is awarded; Exam- 
ple - Embouchure Development Ex- 
ercise - every high note a student 
produces adds two points to the 
score. Two is general effect scor- 
ing ; Example - Tone Quality - Aver- 
age would be 2 v 2 - the best possible 
tone 5 - a very poor tone - v 2 point. 
Three is tear-down scoring every 
time a student makes an error, a 
point is subtracted from the score. 
Example - Key Signature drill - 
each mistake subtracts one point up 
to 15. 

The results of the try-out deter- 
mine the level of band the student 
enters the following year. High 
scores on each instrument for the 
1983-84 school year are: FLUTE: 
Rene Hardt-97, CLARINET: Melis- 
sa Shellenbarger-96, ALTO SAX: 
Joey Zurawski-92, CORNET: Jean- 
nette Debellefeuille-94 1 2 . FRENCH 
HORN: Herman French-94, TROM- 
BONE: Steve Bagwell-87, BARI- 
TONE: Mary Orgovan-99, TUBA: 
Matthew Molenda-75‘/ 2 . and 
DRUMS: Charlene Gaffka-89. 

Usually a score of approximately 
80 is needed to qualify for the Sym- 
phonic Band Students learn many 
things about their instrument and in 
most cases are highly motivated to 
score as high as possible. Their 
score also determines which posi- 
tion they have in their band class.
